SANITARY  CONDITIONS. 

The  Water  Supply  Las  on  the  whole  been  satisfactory,  but  the  higher  parts  oi  the 
district  complain  of  a  shortage  of  water  occuring  occasionally. 


DRAINAGE. 

The  drainage  of  Hague  Bar  has  yet  to  be  done.  Otherwise  I  have  nothing  to  add 
to  my  last  report. 

SANITARY  INSPECTIONS,  ETC. 

Six  notices  have  been  served  for  the  disconnection  of  waste  pipes,  and  twelve 
were  abated  without  notice. 

Eight  notices  were  served  for  defective  traps  and  drains,  and  forty  were  attended 


to  without  notice. 


Seren  notices  were  served  for  obstructed  drains,  and  ten  attended  to  without 

notice. 

Thirty-five  Privies  have  been  converted  into  water  closets  during  the  year. 

Fifteen  defective  water  closets  and  three  defective  down-spouts  were  attended  to. 

Six  cases  of  offensive  accumulation  were  abated  without  notice  and  there  was  one 
case  of  water  in  the  cellar,  this  was  abated.

You  will  see  from  the  above  tables  that  57  cases  of  Diphtheria  was  reported  during 
the  year.  This  epidemic  first  began  at  the  end  of  June  of  1919,  and  from  June  to  end  of 
December  of  that  year,  51  cases  occurred.  And  from  January  to  the  end  of  March  this 
year  32  cases  occurred.  Arrangements  were  then  made  with  all  the  Medical  Men  in  the 
district  to  at  once  use  Anti-toxin,  and  all  cases  to  be  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
and  swabs  to  be  taken  of  all  persons  living  in  the  same  house,  and  also  all  others  who  had 
been  in  contact  with  the  patient.  The  Council  undertaking  to  pay  the  doctors  a  fee  for 
each  swab  taken.  All  positives  were  then  isolated  and  treated. 


I  have  no  doubt  this  has  done  good,  and  I  think  helped  to  check  the  spread  of  the 
disease.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  we  have  no  deaths  recorded  from  it. 


There  were  33  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  during  the  year,  27  of  these  were  removed  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital,  the  other  six  cases  could  be  satisfactorily  isolated  at  home.  We 
had  no  deaths  recorded  from  it. 
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We  had  three  cases  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  (Sleeping  Sickness),  two  ended 


fatally,  the  other  is  now  convalescent. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  the  district  registered  was  84,  to  these  had  to  be  added 
14  deaths  of  residents  which  occurred  away  from  the  district,  making  a  total  of  98,  giving 
a  death-rate  11.55  per  thousand  compared  with  14.71  for  last  year.  The  death  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  is  12.4. 


The  number  of  births  was  174.  87  Boys,  87  Girls,  of  these  15  are  illegitimate. 

This  is  equal  to  a  birth  rate  of  20.51  per  thousand,  compared  with  13.41  last  year.  The 
birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  25.4. 


There  were  eleven  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age,  three  of  these  were 
illegitimate  giving  an  infantile  death  rate  of  63.22  compared  with  last  year,  70.01  and  for 
England  and  Wales,  80.
